In  recognition  of  his  contribution  to  our 
lives  and  to  the  spirit  and  tradition  of  the 
College,  more  than  900  alumni  have 
contributed  almost  $130,000  to  the 
reconstruction  and  refurbishment  of  the 
first  floor  Auditorium  in  Carr  Hall  (Carr 
100)  to  be  renamed  Fr.  Robert  Madden  Hall. 
We  need  only  520,000  to  complete  this 
project.

Over  the  last  few  years,  the  hail  has  fallen 
into  severe  disrepair.  Without  air 
conditioning,  its  use  has  been  restricted  to 
exams  and  to  rarely  scheduled  classes  or 
meetings.  This  mid-sized  room  has  a  lot  of 
potential  for  events  with  groups  ranging 
from  40-75  people  for  receptions,  formal 


dinners,    meetings,    classes,    tutorials    and 
more. 

An  architectural  firm  has  been  retained  to 
develop  plans  and  budgets  for  the  project, 
and  it  is  expected  that  work  on  the  room  will 
commence  in  early  1999.  Some  of  the  work 
being  considered  includes  the  installation  of 
air  conditioning,  removal  of  the  small  stage, 
new  floor  and  wall  finishes,  addition  of 
audio-visual  equipment  and  an  adjacent 
servery  room  for  food  service. 
Please  look  for  further  updates  on  the  Fr. 
Robert  Madden  Hall  renovation  progress, 
especially  the  grand  opening  event  that  will 
be  planned  sometime  next  fall.  Finally,  thank 
you  to  all  who  attended  the  event  and 
generously  contributed  to  this  project  in 
celebration  and  recognition  of  Fr.  Madden.

Professor  Abbyann  Lynch  Returns  to  St.  Michael's  for  Ethics  Colloquium 


The  Continuing  Education  Division  is  delighted  to  welcome  Dr. 
Abbyann  Lynch  to  its  third  annual  Ethics  Colloquium  in  May. 
Awarded  an  honorary  doctorate  of  Sacred  Letters  at  the  St.  Michael's 
Convocation  in  November,  Dr.  Lynch  has  been  a  frequent  visitor  and 
guest  lecturer  since  her  retirement  from  the  Philosophy  Department 
in  the  mid  1980s.  Dr.  Lynch  has  agreed  to  give  a  luncheon  address  as 
part  of  a  day  of  discussion  of  Ethical  Implications  of  Genetic 
Research.  Dr.  Lynch  will  be  joining  keynote  speakers  Dr.  James 
Kennedy  and  journalist  John  Bentley  Mays,  together  with  Professors 
Barry  Brown,  Fr.  Leo  Walsh,  C.S.B.  and  Moira  McQueen  from  St. 
Michael's,  and  guest  speakers  from  OISE/UT,  the  Clarke  Institute, 
Regis  College  and  thejoint  Centre  for  Bioethics. 
Scheduled  for  Friday  14  May  1999  beginning  at  9:00  a.m.,  the 
Colloquium  has  as  its  particular  focus  ethical  questions  raised  by 
existing  and  emerging  genetic  research  relating  to  mood  disorders  in 
particular  and  personality  development  in  general.  Dr.  James 
Kennedy,  Head  of  the  Neurogenetic  Section  at  the  Addiction  and 


Mental  Health  Ser\'ices  Centre  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  will 
open  the  day  with  an  overview  of  recent  research  with  specific 
reference  to  issues  involving  early  detection  and  treatment  of  mood 
disorders.  John  Bentley  Mays,  who  has  written  of  his  own  battles 
with  depression  in  his  memoir.  In  the  Jaws  of  the  Black  Dogs,  will 
provide  a  personal  perspective  on  the  ways  in  which  the  quality  of  an 
individual's  life  is  affected  by  mood  disorders. 

Participants  will  then  be  invited  to  choose  one  of  four  concurrent 
workshops  led  by  specialists  in  instructional  psychology,  mental 
health,  family  life  and  sexuality  issues  and  social  and  legal  questions.

St.  Michael's  Mourns 


Professor  William 
Dunphy  (4T8) 


Since  our  last 
newsletter,  the  St. 
Michael's  com- 
munity has  ex- 
perienced the 
deaths  of  three 
members  who  had 
made,  and  were 
continuing  to 
make,  significant 
contributions  to 
our    own    com- 


munity and  in  a  larger  context. 
William  Dunphy's  death  on  13  August  was 
both  shocking  in  its  unexpectedness  and 
merciful  in  its  relative  suddenness. 
Professor  Dunphy  was  born  in  Bayside, 
New  York  in  1 926.  After  serving  in  the  U.S. 
Navy,  he  registered  at  St.  Michael's  College, 
proceeding  to  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in 
1948,  and  becoming  a  Master  of  Arts  in  1 950 
and  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in  1953.  In 
1964,  he  returned  to  St.  Michael's  as  a 
tenured  Associate  Professor,  teaching 
courses  in  ancient,  mediaeval,  and  modern 
philosophy.  In  1969  he  was  promoted  to 
Professor.  In  1981  he  was  appointed 
Principal  of  Saint  Michael's  College,  a 
position  he  held  until  his  retirement  in  1991. 
In  his  retirement  he  continued  his  scholarly 
research  and  writing.  He  remained  active  in 
social  and  interfaith  issues  and  groups. 
Professor  Dunphy's  contributions  to  St. 
Michael's  College-sponsored  programmes 
in  Christianity  and  Culture  and  Celtic 
Studies,  and  to  the  St.  Michael's  writing  and 
mathematics  labs,  were  examples  of  his 
devotion  to  the  academic  welfare  of  the 
students  of  St.  Michael's.  He  was  an 
accomplished  teacher  and  a  public-spirited 
citizen  dedicated  to  the  common  good, 
concerned  about  social  issues,  especially 
those  affecting  the  poor  and  marginalized. 
On  12  November  1998  "A  Life  Celebrated" 
was  held  in  honour  of  Professor  Dunphy.  A 
significant  number  of  the  St.  Michael's 
community,  along  with  the  Dunphy  family. 
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celebrated  the  life  of  William  Dunphy,  a  man 
of  faith:  faithful  to  God,  to  the  Church,  to 
his  family,  to  his  friends,  and  to  the 
commitments  he  made  to  others.  The 
William  Dunphy  Scholarship  Fund  has  been 
established  by  his  family  and  friends  in  his 
honour. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Petro  Borys  Tereshkovych 
Bilaniuk,  Professor  Emeritus  of  Theology 
and  the  Study  of  Religion  died  on  8 
September  1998  after  a  prolonged  illness. 
The  University  of  St.  Michael's  College  was 
always  the  centre  of  Father  Bilaniuk's  career 
of  theological  teaching  and  research.  He 
began  as  a  Lecturer  in  1962,  reaching  the 
rank  of  Professor  in  1974.  He  was  also  a 
member  of  the  University  of  Toronto's 
Graduate  Centres  for  Russian  and  Eastern 
European  Studies  and  for  the  Study  of 
Religion  as  well  as  being  a  Visiting  Professor 
at  other  universities.  Father  Bilaniuk's 
prodigious  energy  produced  diverse 
achievements  in  academics,  ecclesiastical 
affairs,  public  advocacy  and  community  life. 
Eduard  Alexander  Koehl  9T4  (1973-1998), 
former  President  of  St.  Michael's  College 
Student  Union  (1993-1994)  and  a  recent 
graduate  of  Osgoode  Hall  Law  School,  died 
suddenly  on  23  November  1 998  at  the  age  of 
25.  He  was  known  to  many  at  St.  Michael's 
as  both  a  gentleman  and  a  scholar.  Dr. 
Richard  Alway,  President  of  St.  Michael's 
said  after  hearing  of  the  news  "Eduard  was  a 
true  leader".  Fr.  Bob  Madden,  Director 
Emeritus  of  Alumni  Affairs  reported,  "He 
was  certainly  dedicated  to  St.  Michael's  and 
what  it  stands  for". 

Eduard  leaves  behind  a  record  of 
accomplishments  and  services  to  the 
community  -  he  volunteered  with  several 
Out  of  the  Cold  Programmes,  ran  a  summer 
camp  for  youth  in  Cabbagetown  and  was 
coach  of  women's  intramural  athletics.  He 
was  SMCSU  President  and  Vice  President  in 
two  successive  terms  and  was  chief 
organizer  of  U  of  T's  '98  Life  Chain.
